Venezuela strengthens security 
on Colombia border 


CARACAS (AFP) - Vene¬ 
zuela yesterday said it or¬ 
dered 3,000 soldiers to its 
northwestern border, just 
days after leftist Colombian 
guerrillas ambushed a 
Colombian army patrol and 
killed 12 soldiers.

The Colombian military 
said it was "very likely” that 
rebels with the Revolutionary 
Armed Forces of Colombia 
(FARC) crossed from 
Venezuela to stage the attack 
in a remote area on the Gua- 
jira Peninsula, then fled back 
across the border. 

Two brigades from 
Venezuela's National Armed 
Forces and a large number of 
troops from the regional Air 
Force Command have been 
dispatched to the border area 
since Monday, boosting a 
permanent army presence 
there, Defense Minister 
Henry Rangel told Telesur 
television. 

"We are conducting very 
specific tasks to search for 
and find possible elements of 
the armed groups that have 
penetrated the Venezuelan 
territory,” Rangel said. 

Bogota had called on 
Caracas to take "effective” 
action against the rebels. 

Rangel spoke ahead of a 
meeting of Venezuelan and 
Colombian foreign ministers 
to discuss border security co¬ 
operation. 

Any rebels found will face 
the "iron hand” of Venezue¬ 
lan security forces, he said. 


Acknowledging that the 
long border of over 2,000 kilo¬ 
meters (1,240 miles) has histor¬ 
ically been "very permeable,” 
Rangel said that security "has 
improved,” with the army con¬ 
solidating its presence. 

Bogota in the past has ac¬ 
cused the leftist government 
of Venezuelan President 
Hugo Chavez of providing 
refuge to Colombian guerril¬ 
las, but tensions between the 
two governments have eased 
under Santos, who has culti¬ 
vated better relations with 
Caracas than his hard-line 
predecessor Alvaro Uribe. 

The FARC have stepped 
up attacks on Colombian se¬ 
curity forces over the past 
year in remote parts of the 
country. 

In April, 15 soldiers were 
killed in fighting in the south¬ 
ern department of Caqueta, 
while on March 11 other sol¬ 
diers were ambushed and 
killed in the eastern depart¬ 
ment of Arauca, which also 
borders Venezuela. 

The FARC is the country's 
oldest and largest insurgent 
group with about 9,200 men 
under arms, according to 
Colombian defense ministry 
estimates.

Annual Port and University 
Study Highlights 
Presented to the Media

The probability of a cruise 
visitor returning to a destina¬ 
tion depends greatly upon the 
level of satisfaction experi¬ 
enced by the passenger, the 
better the experience the more 
likely they are to return. 
Hence our interest in uncov¬ 
ering how pleased our visitors 
actually are with our port, 
whether this influences their 
desire to return to Aruba and 
how these visits impact the is¬ 
land’s economy. According to 
Alfonso Boekhoudt, Director 
of the Aruba Ports Authority, 
“It is crucial that we are able 
to measure these factors, they 
are far more relevant to deter¬ 
mining whether or not our in¬ 
dustry is growing in the right 
direction than concluding this 
merely by the quantity of pas¬ 
sengers on a visiting ship.” 


To seek the answers to 
these question and to study 
the impression that our port 
has on cruise passengers, stu¬ 
dents from the Faculty of 
Tourism at the University of 
Aruba, under guidance of 
Professor Dr. Ryan R. Peter¬ 
son, conducted a series of in 
depth interviews with visiting 
passengers at our port in 
2011. The inquiries focused 
primarily on the calculation 
of the direct and indirect im¬ 
pact on the revenues pro¬ 
duced by port activities and 
the direct and indirect effects 
on the island’s economy 
(mainly the center of our city 
Oranjesad). 

We calculated the spend¬ 
ing patterns in specific areas 
of our economy, such as: 
food & beverage, commerce, 
transportation and others. We 
were able to identify the total 
contribution of the port on our 
economy which include di¬ 
rect and indirect factors. 

We also identified experi¬ 
ential components that play 
an important role in our econ¬ 
omy such as: 

a. The quality of our 
port and its components 

b. The quality of our 
destination and elements of 
influence.

The website detailing the his¬ 
tory of Aruba, www.historia- 
diaruba.aw, has received a 
new page with more images. 
These are old images that 
were being shown in theaters 
back then. 

The oldest films date back 
to the time of the Second 
World War in 1942. That was 
when the Germans attacked 
the Lago Refinery and ships 
with a torpedo. You could see 
tankers on fire, holes in the 
tanks at Lago and the torpedo 
that washed up on the beach 
at Punto Brabo. During the 
dismantling of the torpedo, it 
exploded and killed 4 Dutch 
marines. 

There are also images of 
the day that Princes Juliana 
travelled from Canada to 
come and visit Aruba. Amer¬ 
icans also came to Aruba to 
try and save the refinery. 
Right after the war a docu¬ 
mentary was prepared of the 
funeral of Boy Ecury. 

There are different presen¬ 
tations in the film of the royal 
visits of Princes Beatrix and 
Queen Juliana and of the 
round table conference held 
in 1954. This conference was 
to discuss the new Statutes of 


the islands of the Antilles. 
The pictures show the Dutch 
Queen signing the document. 

The film of the 70’s shows 
so many images. The Prime 
Minister of Holland, Den 
Uyhl also visited the island 
and toured Tarabana and the 
San Nicolaas Village. The 
struggle for the Status Aparte 
within the Dutch Kingdom 
accounted for many interest¬ 
ing images, among others, 
the ceremony of the inaugu¬ 
ration of our national anthem 
and flag in 1976, and the cov¬ 


erage of Betico Croes in Hol¬ 
land, and Henny Eman’s 
speech in the Island Counsel. 
There is also a report about 
the problems that took place 
in Curacao in May 1969. 

The series of recordings 
concludes with various 
movies shot by amateurs 
showing something of the life 
on Aruba during the 50’s and 
early 60’s. In one scene, a 
housewife is seen shopping 
in the Main Street in San 
Nicolaas. 

Other scenes show a bit of 
Carnival leaving the Caribe 
Club and the end at the Wil- 
helmina Stadium. In still 
filming there is a scene with 
a family on their way to 
spend a day at the Caribbean 
Hotel which had recently 
opened. 

All of these recorded films 
can be seen on the page of the 
historical films in the histori¬ 
cal website on Aruba, 
www.historiadiaruba.aw. The 
entire project (website) was 
sponsored by SETAR. 

In addition to the different 
chapters about the history of 
Aruba, there are also high 
quality photos taken by a 
doctor in the Lago Refinery, 
Dr. Arthur Meiners, taken in 
the 50’s, 60’s and 70’s.

MONTREAL (AFP) - Nearly 
700 people were arrested 
overnight in rowdy demon¬ 
strations in Montreal and Que¬ 
bec over a planned hike in 
student tuition fees with rocks 
being hurled at police, a 
spokesman said Thursday. 

Police in Montreal had said 
the unsanctioned protest 
would be tolerated if there was 
no trouble but after some un¬ 
ruly behavior around midnight 
they moved in and arrested 
518 demonstrators. Another 
170 people were detained in 
Quebec. 

All were issued with a 
more-than $600 fine and re¬ 
leased on Thursday morning, 
the police spokesman said. 

Several thousand demon¬ 
strators had poured into Mon¬ 
treal’s central square late 
Wednesday for the rally, defy¬ 
ing a law passed last week re¬ 


quiring organizers to notify 
authorities eight hours ahead 
of public demonstrations. 

Of those arrested in Mon¬ 
treal, 506 were held for unlaw¬ 
ful assembly but among the 
other 12 detentions one person 
was held for "armed aggres¬ 
sion," two others for assaulting 
police, and one more was de¬ 
tained for wearing a mask. 

Protesters said they were 
handcuffed and their arms held 
behind their back, local media 
reported. 

Demonstrations have raged 
in Montreal since mid-Febru¬ 
ary over a plan by provincial 
Premier Jean Charest and his 
Liberal Party to raise tuition 
fees at Quebec universities by 
82 percent, or $1,700, over 
five years in order to rein in a 
budget deficit. 

Some of the demonstrations 
have turned violent, with store 


fronts smashed. 

The conflict escalated on 
Sunday with more than 300 
overnight arrests after the 
passing of the controversial 
new law governing demon¬ 
strations. 

Bill 78 prohibits freedom of 
assembly anywhere in the 
francophone province without 
prior police approval and re¬ 
quires protesters to give the 
authorities eight hours' notice 
before an event and follow a 
planned route. 

Rather than quelling the un¬ 
rest, it appears to have made 
things worse for the embattled 
premier. 

The crisis has already felled 
one cabinet member, educa¬ 
tion minister Line Beauchamp, 
who said she was quitting pol¬ 
itics altogether because she 
had "lost confidence in the 
goodwill of student leaders." 


US panel cuts Pakistan funding 
over doctor row 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
Senate panel voted to cut aid to 
Pakistan by a symbolic $33 
million on Thursday, $1 mil¬ 
lion for each year of jail time 
handed to a Pakistani doctor 
convicted of treason for help¬ 
ing the United States track 
down Osama bin Laden. 

"We need Pakistan, Pak¬ 
istan needs us, but we don't 
need Pakistan double-dealing 


and not seeing the justice in 
bringing Osama bin Laden to 
an end," said Republican sena¬ 
tor Lindsey Graham, who 
pressed for the measure. 

Afridi was found guilty of 
treason, sentenced Wednesday 
to 33 years in prison and fined 
320,000 rupees ($3,500) under 
an archaic tribal justice system 
that has governed Pakistan's 
semi-autonomous tribal belt 


since British rule. 

His sentencing was an¬ 
nounced two days after US 
President Barack Obama ap¬ 
peared to snub Pakistani Pres¬ 
ident Asif Ali Zardari at a 
NATO summit in Chicago 
over Islamabad's refusal to lift 
a six-month blockade on tran¬ 
sit routes into Afghanistan. 

Afridi ran a fake vaccina¬ 
tion program designed to col¬ 
lect bin Laden family DNA 
from the compound in the gar¬ 
rison town of Abbottabad, near 
Islamabad, where the Al-Qaeda 
leader was shot dead in a US 
commando raid in May 2011. 

The US government says 
Pakistan has no basis to hold 
Afridi, whom an official at Pe¬ 
shawar central jail said was in 
poor health and being kept 
away from other prisoners to 
avoid any danger to his life.

Polish union protests 
against retirement at 67 


WARSAW (AFP) - Polish 
union members took to the 
streets of the capital Thurs¬ 
day in the latest protests 
against a new law that will 
gradually raise the retirement 
age to 67. 

Under legislation pushed 
through by Prime Minister 
Donald Tusk's centrist gov¬ 
ernment, the current retire¬ 
ment ages of 60 for women 
and 65 for men will gradually 
increase to 67 by 2020 for 
men, and 2040 for women. 

The reform has been lam¬ 
basted by unions and opposi¬ 
tion parties on the right and 
left but the government in¬ 
sists the move is key to keep¬ 
ing the pension system 
solvent given the ex-commu¬ 
nist EU nation's low birth rate 
and ageing population. 

Tusk's governing party has 
pointed to the risk of "a dra¬ 
matic labour shortage in 
Poland expected around 
2040." 

It has also compared the 
reform to similar moves in 
fellow EU states Denmark, 
Germany, Spain and the 
Netherlands which are cur¬ 
rently phasing-in 67 as their 
official retirement age. 

Already adopted by both 


chambers of the Polish par¬ 
liament, the proposed reform 
still requires approval from of 
President Bronislaw Ko- 
morowski to take effect. 

The law would still allow 
early retirement for women at 
62 and men at 65, but with 
the trade-off of a pension re¬ 
duced by half. Women would 
also still need to accumulate 
35 years of work, and men 
40, to opt for the early retire¬ 
ment. 

An AFP photographer said 
Thursday's protests saw 
about 1,000 Solidarity union 
members congregate under 
their union's flag in front of 
the presidential palace in 
Warsaw, where the head of 
state was expected to meet 
Solidarity chairman Piotr 
Duda. 

On May 11, Solidarity 
union members blocked all 
doors at the parliament build¬ 
ing in Warsaw for several 
hours, preventing MPs from 
coming and going after they 
had voted through the new 
retirement law. 

In late March, over 10,000 
people took to the streets in 
Warsaw under Solidarity ban¬ 
ners to protest against the 
changes.

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Suu Kyi: 

Reforms 
bearing 'buds,' 
not fruit 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pro¬ 
democracy icon Aung San Suu 
Kyi on Thursday voiced cau¬ 
tion about changes in Myan¬ 
mar, saying that a year of 
reforms have started to "bear 
buds" but not yet yield fruit. 

Suu Kyi, who spent most of 
the past two decades under 
house arrest, entered parlia¬ 
ment this month in the most 
dramatic sign of reform yet in 
the country earlier known as 
Burma. But she has repeatedly 
said that reforms are fragile. 

"It has been very satisfying 
for all of us in Burma to know 
that our efforts to promote 
human rights have begun to — 
I wouldn't say bear fruit — but 
bear buds," Suu Kyi said in a 
video message to the graduat¬ 
ing class of Johns Hopkins 
University in Baltimore, which 
presented her with an honorary 
degree. 

"The buds have yet to blos¬ 
som and the blossoms have yet 
to turn to fruit. But at least 
they're beginning to bear 
buds," Suu Kyi said. 

The Nobel Peace Prize win¬ 
ner also appealed to Johns 
Hopkins University and other 
US educational institutions to 
look for ways to help Myan¬ 
mar meet a "great need" to im¬ 
prove its young people's skills. 

"There are vast numbers of 
unemployed graduates in 
Burma because the universities 
have not given them the kind 
of basic education that would 
enable them to find jobs," Suu 
Kyi said. 

President Thein Sein, a 
nominal civilian, has surprised 
even many critics since taking 
over last year by undertaking 
reforms including freeing po¬ 
litical prisoners and starting di¬ 
alogue with Suu Kyi and 
ethnic rebels. 

The United States has eased 
a limited number of sanctions 
on Myanmar, but both Suu Kyi 
and US officials have called 
for a careful and gradual 
process in order to preserve 
leverage and encourage 
change by the leaders. 

Suu Kyi plans next week to 
travel abroad for the first time 
since 1988 to address an eco¬ 
nomic forum in Bangkok. She 
later plans to visit Britain, Nor¬ 
way and Switzerland. 

In Oslo, she will make a 
speech to accept the Nobel 
Peace Prize that was awarded 
to her in 1991 and accepted by 
her British husband Michael 
Aris, who died in 1999, and 
their two sons.

Mexico on alert as hurricane Bud gathers force 


MEXICO (AFP) - Mexican 
authorities were on stand-by 
Thursday as the first eastern 
Pacific hurricane of the 2012 
season, named Bud, strength¬ 
ened to a category two storm 
off the southwestern coast. 

The Miami-based National 
Hurricane Center said the 
storm had strengthened to a 
category two, but posed no im¬ 
mediate threat to land. 

It was roiling in the sea 


some 250 miles southwest of 
the coastal town of Man¬ 
zanillo, with maximum sus¬ 
tained winds of 105 miles per 
hour, according to the US 
monitors. 

The NHC however issued a 
tropical storm watch for the 
coastline from Punta San 
Telmo to La Fortuna, indicat¬ 
ing that storm conditions were 
possible within the next 48 
hours. 


The storm was moving to 
the north at a speed of ninet 
miles (13 kilometers) per hour 
and was not expected to ap¬ 
proach the Mexican coast until 
late Friday, at which point it 
was expected to weaken 
slightly. 

Storm swells causing "life- 
threatening surf and rip current 
conditions" were expected 
along portions of the southern 
and southwestern coast of 


Mexico later on Thursday, the 
hurricane center said. 

The National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration 
(NOAA), a US federal agency, 
meanwhile issued its Atlantic 
Hurricane Season outlook, 
predicting that a "near-normal 
season is most likely." 

The Atlantic hurricane re¬ 
gion includes the northern At¬ 
lantic, the Caribbean Sea, and 
the Gulf of Mexico. 
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Rabid bats kill 7 children 
in Peru: health ministry 


LIMA (AFP) - Seven children 
have died from rabies in Peru 
over the past two months after 
being bitten by bats, an official 
said Wednesday. 

The children, aged 11 
months to 14, hailed from a re¬ 
mote region about 1,160 kilo¬ 
meters (721 miles) southeast 
of the capital Lima, Health 
Ministry official Ana Maria 
Navarro told AFP 

’’According to the symp¬ 
toms and medical reports, it 
appears the seven indigenous 
children died of rabies,” she 
said. 


MONTREAL (AFP) - Women 
who get flu shots while preg¬ 
nant could also be protecting 
the health of their babies be¬ 
fore and after birth, a new 
study suggests. 

Using statistics from the 
Canadian province of Ontario, 
the findings, published this 
week in the American Journal 
of Public Health, are based on 
comparisons between expect¬ 
ing women who did and did 
not receive an HINI vaccine 
during the 2009-2010 ’’swine 
flu” pandemic that killed more 
than 14,000 people world¬ 
wide. 


Navarro distanced herself 
from a lawmaker who sug¬ 
gested the deaths, which oc¬ 
curred between April 13 and 
May 20, were caused by water 
contaminated by leaking liq¬ 
uid gas. 

To prevent further fatalities, 
vaccination teams have been 
rushed to the affected Camana 
community of 720 people that 
can only be reached by river. 

In February 2011, at least 
six children in another region 
of the Amazon, in Peru's 
northeast, died of rabies car¬ 
ried by bats. 


"Our results suggest that 
second- or third-trimester 
H1N1 vaccination was associ¬ 
ated with improved fetal and 
neonatal outcomes during the 
recent pandemic,” the re¬ 
searchers write in an abstract 
that also underscored that the 
findings need to be confirmed 
by future studies. 

Earlier this month, another 
group of Canadian researchers 
discovered that the "swine flu” 
vaccine triggered a series of 
antibodies that protect against 
many other types of flu, in¬ 
cluding the highly lethal 
H5N1 bird flu strain. 


Flu shots during pregnancy 
could benefit babies: study 


Fukushima radiation mostly 
within accepted levels: WHO 


GENEVA (AFP) - Radiation 
affecting residents in Japan's 
Fukushima prefecture since 
the nuclear plant disaster is 
below the reference level for 
public exposure in all but two 
areas, the World Health Or¬ 
ganization said. 

The report compiled by 
experts and based on data 
available up to September 
last year also said radiation 
doses received beyond the 
first year are likely to be 
lower than that after the 1986 
Chernobyl catastrophe. 


Environmental data 
showed a greater influence of 
a shorter-lived radionuclide 
than longer-lasting ones, the 
report said. 

With Chernobyl about 30 
percent of the lifetime dose 
was delivered during the first 
year and 70 percent in the 
first 15 years. 

In Fukushima prefecture 
the radiation was mostly re¬ 
ceived via ground deposits 
whereas elsewhere in Japan 
food ingestion was the main 
path.

Half of Roma population lacks 
household sanitation: study

VIENNA (AFP) - Only one in 
six of Europe's young Romas 
have studied beyond primary 
school, while half of the pop¬ 
ulation lacks a toilet, shower 
or electricity, a new report 
said. 

The study, conducted 
jointly by the EU Fundamental 
Rights Agency (FRA), the UN 
developmment programme 
(UNDP) and the World Bank, 
found that only 15 percent of 


young Romas in the European 
Union have a secondary edu¬ 
cation or vocational training. 

This compares with over 70 
percent for non-Romas who 
live in similar conditions 
nearby, according to the re¬ 
port, which made a point of in¬ 
terviewing people from the 
two communities who shared 
"the same environment, labour 
market and social infrastruc¬ 
ture.” 


The report was based on in¬ 
terviews with over 22,200 
Romas and non-Romas in 11 
countries — France, Italy, Por¬ 
tugal, Greece, Portugal, Spain, 
Bulgaria, Czech Republic, 
Hungary, Poland, Romania 
and Slovakia — representing 
much of Europe's Roma popu¬ 
lation. 

The findings are to be used 
to inform the European Com¬ 
mission's policy on Roma, 
with Kjaerum calling for more 
investment into educating 
young people from this com¬ 
munity. 

"This is key to unlock their 
future potential, and it will 
equip young Roma with the 
skills they need to escape the 
vicious cycle of discrimina¬ 
tion, exclusion and poverty,” 
he said. 

The Roma minority in Eu¬ 
rope has a population of 10-12 
million people, according to 
FRA estimates.

Dollar hits 22-month 
peak vs. euro 



NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
dollar extended its gains 
against the euro and other 
major currencies Thursday as 
investors sought safety as Eu¬ 
rope's leaders struggle to con¬ 
tain Greece's debt crisis. 

The euro was traded at 
$1.2532 around 2100 GMT, 
down from $1.2582 at the 
same time Wednesday. 

The dollar also strength¬ 
ened against the Japanese 
currency from a day ago, to 
79.59 yen from 79.45 yen. 

The embattled European 
currency earlier had plunged 
to $1.2516, its lowest level 
since July 2010, after a Euro¬ 
pean Union summit late 
Wednesday produced no 
clear path forward in the debt 
crisis and markets were be¬ 
sieged by a slew of discour¬ 
aging economic data for the 
eurozone and Britain. 

"Nothing in the data... 
suggests that economic con¬ 
ditions in the UK and Europe 
are easing against a backdrop 
of policy paralysis across Eu¬ 
rope," CMC Markets analyst 
Michael Hewson told AFP. 

"Unless policymakers 
come up with radical new so¬ 
lutions... they will soon be 
faced with the prospect of de¬ 
livering closer fiscal integra¬ 
tion or overseeing the 
breakup of the euro," he said. 

Kathy Lien, head of cur¬ 
rency research at GFT, said 
the European Central Bank 
"unfortunately... is just sitting 
on the sidelines waiting for 
the heads of states in the re¬ 
gion to end their political 
gridlock." 

"Europe, the euro and the 
world for that matter desper¬ 
ately needs helps from the Eu- 
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ropean Central Bank who has 
it within their power to stop 
the EUR/USD from falling," 
she said. "The next stop could 
be a six-year low of $1.20." 

The latest US economic 
indicators were subdued, 
showing the tentative recov¬ 
ery remained on track despite 
high unemployment. 

New claims for US unem¬ 
ployment benefits fell last 
week, signaling a slow stabi¬ 
lization in the pace of layoffs. 

Big-ticket manufacturing 
rose in April, with durable 
goods orders up a modest 0.2 
percent. Excluding the defense 
sector, they jumped 1.2 percent. 

"There were no major up¬ 
side surprises but the modest 
decline in jobless claims and 
the rebound in durable goods 
orders confirm that the US 
economy is recovering," 
GFT's Lien said. 

Against the Swiss cur¬ 
rency, the dollar rose to 
0.9584 francs from 0.9543 
late Wednesday. 

The pound fell to $1.5668 
from $1.5689.

c. Satisfaction and loy¬ 
alty factors 

The analysis of the port 
competitiveness suggests that 
our cruise port enjoys a high 
rating compared to ports in 
the region. Services such as 
cleanliness, friendliness of 
port staff, and port safety 
generated a high score. The 
study did reveal however that 
the impact of the port on the 
general satisfaction level did 
not have a primary role in in¬ 
fluencing the decision to re¬ 
turn to the destination. 

Further analysis also re¬ 
vealed that the port’s total 
economic impact on the 
economy of Aruba is about 
US 150 million dollars. The 
average spending per passen¬ 
ger on our island was about 
US 170 dollars, which is a 
substantial increase from the 
latest figures published by 
our Central Bureau of Statis¬ 
tics in 2005 (US112.il dol¬ 


lars).

Spanish Eurovision 
singer urged to go for 
'nul point' 


MADRID (AFP) - Spanish 
public television directors 
urged the country's Eurovision 
Song Contest entry not to win 
this weekend's event because 
they would not be able to af¬ 
ford to stage it next year if she 
did. 

Under the rules of the con¬ 
test, the public broadcaster of

the nation that wins the event 
plays host to the competition 
the following year. 

Pastora Soler, who will rep¬ 
resent Spain on Saturday in 
Baku with her ballad "Quedate 
Conmigo" ("Stay With Me"), 
said that when she met direc¬ 
tors from broadcaster TVE, 
they joked: "Please, don't 
win!" 

"I think it is not the mo¬ 
ment, neither for Spain nor for 
Spanish public to win Eurovi¬ 
sion. If we won, I think it 
would be impossible to stage 
the next edition because it 
costs so much money," she 
told ABC Punto Radio. 

Spain's conservative gov¬ 
ernment has slashed spending 
and raised taxes to reduce the 
nation's public deficit. 

The spending cuts have af¬ 
fected all areas, including pub¬ 
lic television TV which has 
been forced to cancel several 
popular television shows as a 
result. 

The winner of the Eurovi¬ 
sion contest — which began in 
1956 as an elegant black-tie 
event — is selected by a jury 
and online and telephone votes 
from viewers. 

Mocked for its "bubblegum 
pop" and overtly political vot¬ 
ing, the contest has been won 
twice by Spain. 

The event boasts a televi¬ 
sion audience estimated at 
around 125 million people 
each year. 



Elton John cancels US shows due 
to illness: reports 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Elton 
John has canceled three shows 
in Las Vegas this week after 
being hospitalized for a "seri¬ 
ous respiratory infection" in 
Los Angeles, he said in a state¬ 
ment reported Thursday. 

The British singer spent the 
day Wednesday at Cedars- 
Sinai Medical Center where he 
underwent extensive tests, it 
said, announcing the cancela¬ 
tion of his "Million Dollar 
Piano" tour shows on Thurs¬ 
day, Saturday and Sunday this 
week. 

"Elton developed a serious 
respiratory infection last week¬ 
end while performing at The 
Colosseum (in Vegas) on Sun¬ 
day, May 20," said the state¬ 
ment, apparently from his 
website, reported by the LA 
Times. 

"This week the condition 
worsened, even with medica¬ 
tion and rest, resulting in Elton 
being hospitalized at Cedars- 
Sinai Medical Center where he 
remained throughout the day 
for extensive tests. 

"Those tests resulted in the 
attending... physician recom¬ 
mending that Elton not per¬ 
form any concerts for 
approximately seven days with 
complete rest and antibiotic 
treatment to cure his respira¬ 
tory infection and prevent any 
damage." 

In the statement — which 
was not immediately viewable 
on his website, Twitter feed or 
Facebook page — John said he 
was "very disappointed" at 
having to cancel. 

"It feels strange not to be 
able to perform these 'Million 
Dollar Piano' concerts at The 
Colosseum," John said. 

"I love performing this 
show and I will be thrilled 
when we return to The Colos¬ 
seum in October to complete 
the 11 concerts soon to be 
scheduled. All I can say to the 


fans is sorry I can't be with 
you." 

Publicists for the singer did 


not immediately respond to re¬ 
quests for confirmation, or fur¬ 
ther details.

STOCKHOLM (AFP) - Hav¬ 
ing failed to reach the 2010 
World Cup in South Africa, 
Euro 2012 is an important 
tournament for Sweden to 
prove they have overcome that 
setback. 

Prior to the 1990s, Sweden's 
qualification record for big 
tournaments was patchy to say 
the least. 

Although they had qualified 
for seven out of 12 World 
Cups from 1934 to 1986, they 
had never made it to a Euro¬ 
pean Championship finals be¬ 
fore hosting the competition in 


1992. 

But since then they have 
been regulars at both major 
events, missing out only twice 
on World Cup qualification 
and once at the Euros since 
1990. 

They have become some¬ 
thing of a steady but unspec¬ 
tacular presence at most 
international events. 

Their qualification for this 
tournament was quite impres¬ 
sive considering they missed 
out on the 2010 World Cup. 

They pipped Portugal and 
Croatia as the best second 


placed team in qualifying 
thanks to a 3-2 win over the 
Netherlands in their last group 
game. 

That ended the Dutch 
team's 17 match group stage 
winning run and proved that 
Sweden are capable of mixing 
it with the big guns. 

Their best Euros result 
came when they hosted the 
event in 1992 when they 
reached the semi-finals but this 
is a competition that has not al¬ 
ways been won by the 
favourites. 

Denmark's victory in 1992 
and Greece's in 2004 are testa¬ 
ment to the surprises the Euros 
can produce. 

Sweden are built around a 
solid and organised defence 
looking to launch quick 
counter-attacks, something 
similar to tactics Greece used 
to great success in 2004. 

A lot depends on Sweden's 
talisman, AC Milan striker 
Zlatan Ibrahimovic. 

Outside of his homeland 
and Italy he is often considered 
to be someone who looks a 
genuis against minnows but 
fails to produce the goods 
when the going gets tough. 


Citta the elephant to sniff out 
Euro 2012 wins

WARSAW (AFP) - An ele¬ 
phant in Poland is set to sniff 
out winners in the Euro 2012 
football championships, using 
her trunk where Germany's 
Paul the Octopus used his wily 
arms to prophesy for the 2010 
World Cup. 

Citta, a 3 3-year-old female 
elephant from a zoo in the 
southern Polish city of 


Krakow, will make her first 
tournament prophecy on June 
6, two days before the kick-off 
of the 16-nation contest co¬ 
hosted this year by Poland and 
Ukraine. 

"During her meet-and-greet 
with the media, she swallowed 
a football: it was leather not 
plastic and had no adverse ef¬ 
fect on her digestive system," 


Krakow zoo director Teresa 
Grega told AFP on Thursday. 

With fruit for her crystal 
ball, Citta will call the out¬ 
come of the June 8 Poland- 
Greece match at the Warsaw 
National Stadium by picking 
between three apples — two la¬ 
belled with country names and 
the third in case of a tie. 

The Indian-born elephant - 
- who spent twenty-odd years 
in a German circus before 
moving to Austria, Spain and 
Krakow in 2006 — appears to 
really enjoy football, accord¬ 
ing to Grega. 

In 2010, Paul the Octopus 
became the world's most fa¬ 
mous mollusk when he fore¬ 
told the results of every match 
played by Germany at the 
World Cup in South Africa, as 
well as Spain's victory against 
the Netherlands in the final. 

Paul has since died, leaving 
it up to Citta to take up the an¬ 
imal-soothsayer mantel in 
Poland, while co-host Ukraine 
has chosen a pig in capital 
Kiev to divine outcomes. 

Getting in on the animal act 
too are a sausage dog called 
Sissi and Rossi an octopus, 
both from Germany, and 
Nicholas, an English-based 
llama. 


That is perhaps a little harsh 
as it is naturally tougher to find 
space and be effective against 
better teams but Ibrahimovic 
still has a lot to prove. 

He was his team's top scorer 
in the group stages but his role 
is more than just finishing 
things off in the box. He is a 
focal point for bringing the 
likes of Kim Kallstrom, Sebas¬ 
tian Larsson and Johan Elman- 
der into the game. 

Kallstrom is another crucial 
element to the team as, along¬ 
side Germany's Mesut Ozil, he 


produced the greatest number 
of assists in qualifying, across 
all groups. 

Sweden's task is tough in a 
group containing hosts 
Ukraine and traditional powers 
England and France. 

However, those last two 
certainly won't be taking the 
Swedes lightly. 

Back in 1992 they were 
again considered the favourites 
in a group containing Sweden 
and Denmark but the Swedes 
came top and both England 
and France crashed out.

Olympics: Tokyo , Madrid, Istanbul 
make cut for 2020

Japanese Prime Minister 
Yoshihiko Nodo said hosting 
the Games would "serve as a 
symbol of Japan's recovery 
from last year's tragedy.” 

As in 2008, Tokyo is con¬ 
sidered the frontrunner with 
the best technical file, but is 
facing fewer rivals this round, 
with the total number of can¬ 
didate cities down from five 
last time. 


QUEBEC CITY(AFP) 
Tokyo, Istanbul and Madrid 
made the first cut among bid¬ 
ders to host the 2020 
Olympics, as the International 
Olympic Committee an¬ 
nounced that Baku and Doha 
were dropped from the run¬ 
ning. 

The IOC will decide which 
city will host the 2020 
Olympics in a final vote on 
September 7, 2013 in Buenos 
Aires. That gives the remain¬ 
ing hopefuls more than 15 


months to make final impres¬ 
sions upon the IOC to boost 
their candidacy. 

Tokyo 2020 bid chief 
Tsunekazu Takeda said 
Wednesday that being on the 
short list would help boost the 
spirits of the Japanese people 
after last year's devastating 
earthquake and tsunam. 

Tokyo is the only one of the 
candidates to have hosted the 
event before, doing so in 1964, 
and many see Tokyo as the 
pacesetter because of its sound 


With the 2018 Winter 
Olympics being held in 
Pyeongchang, however, there 
may be a reluctance to hold 
back-to-back events in Asia. 

Ordinarily Madrid would 
be seen as running close with 
Tokyo, having beaten them in 
the race for 2016 only to finish 
a runner-up to Rio de Janeiro. 
Madrid also offers some of the 
best conditions for athletes. 

But the specter of Spain's 
dire financial crisis hangs over 
the bid.
